The Dutch feein farpriz’d, that the Emperor and 
K. of Spain can miftake the Meaning of the Treaty: 
The Emperor appears'as much-furprized, that the 
Dutch can pot fuch’a forc’d Conftruction upon it. 
The Dutch,»tosptove theirs is the true Senfe of the 
Treaty, fay, That ic was obferved for many Years, 


and that never till now did th’ Nerherlanders attempt 
to carry on an India Trade, The Emperor will not 


allow that to be ggod Reafoning ; for, fay they, @ 
Man may want either the Power or Will to do an 
Aion, yet that will. not amount to a Prohibition. 
In fine, the Emperor and K. of Spain both fay there 
is no fuch Condition implied in the Treaty:"-And 
if there were, the. Emperor thinks himfelf not ob- 
liged:to a Treaty to which-he never confeated, 
But the Durch will urge, That tho” the Emperor 
might ereét a Company in any other Part of his Do- 
minions, yet cannot hedoitin the Netherlands, or 
carry on the Trade from thence; the Wetherlanders 
being by that Treaty entirely excluded from ever 
If we were.to talk’to a 
Fleming on this Subje&, 1 guefs he would reafon 
thus: ho’ we hovld allow the Treaty,to he,under- 
ftood in the Senfe the Durch put upon it, yet ftill 
it cannot-hinder us from ufing that Right whieh all 
Nations have received from Nature, viz.*'The 
Right of exercifing indvftry for our Benefit and 
Advantage : And if the K. of Spain made'fiich a 
Treaty to our Prejudice, he did what, in’ Juftice, 
he could not do, becanfe he obliged the Durch to 
give us no Equivalent: And is it réafonable,. That 
becaufe the K. of Spain was once our Sovereign, aad 
Sacrificed our Intereft to the Neceflity of his Affairs, 
that therefore we and. our Pofterity (let what 
Changes foever:happen.in our-Government) are tied 
up from bettering our Condition by Induftry? A 
Dutchman may fay fo, but a Fleming will never.” ‘Be- 
fides its well known, that all unnatural and v 
Contracts are not fuppofed to be longer kept ‘than 
while the Party aggrieved is ina Condition to dif- 
engage himfelf therefrom. 

A Fleming would be apt to talk thus, becaufel do 
not find, that the Dutch were, by that Treaty, de- 
barred from entring uponany ManufaQure or Trade

They feem tobein the fame.Circumfances that 
a great Philofopher and Civilian deferibes, giving 
an Example of what Violence a Man may commit, 
by the Law. of Nature, for ‘hie own Prefervation - 
He fuppofes, thatif two Men in a Shipwreck hhould 
bet wpon the fame Plank, which Plank can poffidly 
fave but one of them, cach has a Right to thru 
the other off, becaufe there is no other Way of fa- 
ving either. » I take the Dutch and the Flemings to 
bethe two Men upon the fame Plank, the Durch 
fay they are-furk uniefs the Fleeing get off the Plank, 
and tha”hefhould get off, he can fwim, and may 
keep himfelf above Water ---- The Fleming has no 
Mind to wet himfelf ; he thinks it more .commodi- 
ous toremain where-he is, and anfwers, that the 
Plank-will bear them both very well, .if.the Durch- 
man willbut be eafy ; but if he atrempr to thruft off, 
let him beware, for the Weakeft-wili go to the 
Bottom.
